
BLACK VENUS’ PETITE STAKES. 



A heavy shower Tuesday night softened the 
lumps on the Harlem track. Wednesday the 
track was comparatively smooth, but there 
were spots where the footing was soft, and it 
broke under the horses’ feet, and as a whole 
was slower than it appeared to be. The attend- 
ance was good. A fair card produced only 
ordinary racing. 

The event of the day was the Petite Stakes, 
for 2-year-old fillies, four furlongs and a half. 
Miss Marion, with the top- weight, 118 pounds, 
was a 2 to 5 shot. At the close 1 to 2 w’as obtain- 
able. Black Venus, the second choice, was al- 
ways as good as 4 to 1. Foxnette and Amyntas 
commanded backing at from 6 to 8, and the 
stables of each believed it had a royal chance. 
Arthur Newsum, who trains Amyntas, said : “I 
will beat that favorite and will win if my filly 
runs up to her work.” Horsemen, who scrutin- 
ized Miss Marion in her preliminary gallop and 
in the paddock, declared that she would not do. 
She had a rough journey from St. Louis and 
was tucked up to an extent that made her look 
j^xtremely thin and delicate. Foxnette fretted 
until sweat ran off her in streams as she went; 
to the post. The start was bad. Amyntas had 
a clear lead and Foxnette was last. The fa- 
vorite was in the middle of the .=^tring. Round- 
ing the turn Miss Marion ran into fourth posi- 
tion and looked to have a chance. Straighten- 
ing for home Black Venus collared Amyntas 
and three-sixteenths out went to the front and 
won in a gallop. 

The pace of the first three furlongs reflects 
what a turn of speed Amyntas possesses. 

The first race was captured by the favorite. 
Valid. Branch was backed until he was nearly 
an equal choice. There was a fair play on Cut- 
ter, too. A furlong from the finish Caywood 
brought up Valid, staggering, after closing a 
big gap. A sixteenth farther along Cutter sud- 
denly quit. Sloan, evidently astonished, began 
driving, but to no purpose, for Valid won easily 
at the end. 

As a dodger under all kinds of starting contri- 
vances Lew Hopper probably has no rival. He 
keeps his riders busy ducking straps and gates. 
While at the post for the second race he per- 
formed his usual antics. In one dash Caywood 
failed to get under the rubber and was scraped 
off the horse’s back. Caywood held his reins, 
but the horse broke away from him playfully, 
ran and dodged to the middle of the upper turn, 
where he .stopped and was caught. Then he 
went back to the post, caused more delay, and 
finally won the race. Ramiro II was an odds- 
on favorite. Flotow led into the stretch, closely 
attended by Carrie F. Then Hopper came 
along on the inside and took the lead. Ramiro 
challenged him less than a furlong from the fin- 
ish, but could not quite get up. 

Forte, a 1 to 4 shot, captured the fifth race. 
He won easily in the end, but W. Martin had to 
whip and hustle him for nearly seven furlongs. 
Nathanson set the pace and stopped at the 
finish. Forte is not much of an odds-on horse 
in any company, as the time, 1 :45, indicates. 
Nathanson will do better from now on. 

-.The finish of the third race was between 
Morte Fonse and Kirk, the latter winning by a 
scant margin. Both were off in the rear rank. 

If Pink Coat can go a route he is something 
of a Derby horse. Pat Dunne, who is training 
him for Woodford & Buckner, sent him to the 
post in the last race with “Skeets” Martin, 
scaling 101 pounds, including 5 pounds over- 
weight, in the saddle. He was in receipt of 10 
pounds from Dave Waldo and conceded 5 
pounds to Donna Rita, the 4 to 5 favorite. Dave 
Waldo made the running. On the second quar- 
ter Donna Rita closed on him and Martin felt of * 



his mount. Coming into the stretch Pink Coat 
moved up and Donna Rita came along with him. 
Once straightened Martin sent the colt along 
and the last sixteenth had him in hand. Dave 
Waldo, in a drive, beat Donna Rita a head. 

Satsuma stepped off a bridge over one of the 
gutters at the track and as a result has gone 
lame. The rest of Dr. Rowell’s horses are suf- 
fering from sore mouths. 

The official time of the last race, 1 :14i, was 
discredited by nearly all ouiside timers. Pat 
Dunne and Bob Smith, who stood together, 
caught it 1 :15i. Others made it 1 :15L During 
the meeting the official and outside timers have 
rarely agreed. 

Lieber Karl was shipped last night to St. 
Louis, where he will start in the Club Mem- 
bers’ Handicap on Saturday. He worked a mile 
and a quarter Tuesday morning in 2 :lli, which 
is the best work at the track this year. 

Alex. Covington will ship to St. Louis to- 
night. He will probably start Jackanapes in 
the St. Louis Derby. 

Miss Gussie will be shipped to Detroit Satur- 
day to run in the Highland Park Derby. The 
race is run next Tuesday. 

Burns & Waterhouse’s horses will be here this 
morning. A telegram from Jim McCormick, at 
Cheyenne, was received by Secretary Nathan- 
son Tuesday night.

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



W. P. Magrane, now* in St. Louis, entertains a 
high opinion of Briar Sweet. In a recent con- 
versation he said of the filly: “She was cam- 
paigned on the coast last winter, and there 
wasn’t another filly of her age out there that 
could make Briar Sweet extend herself. Briar 
Sweet is a full sister to Dr. Hasbrouck. She ran 
a mile and an eighth in 1 :53, a mile in 1 :40 flat 
and five-eighths of a mile in 1 :00 flat. She could 
run any kind of a race and run any horse’s 
eye clean out any part of the route. Mont- 
gomery beat her once, but I didn’t care to 
run him against her again. The day the gelding 
beat her Briar Sweet and Caesarian raced them- 
selves into the ground making the pace. Willie 
Martin, the master mechanic of them all in the 
saddle, was riding my horse, and he sneaked 
through on the rail and beat Briar Sweet by a 
whisker. My horse has had too much of it. He 
won nine of ten races on the coast and deserves 
a rest. In fact, all of my horsos are in poor 
shape. It don’t do to run them winter and sum- 
mer. They can’t stand it.” 

The piece of plate presented to the winner of 
the Belmont Stakes by Mr. August Belmont is 
one of the handsomest things of the kind ever 
given for any event on the American turf. The 
waiter was made by Tiffany, the general design 
being “Regent,” the decorations around the 
border consisting of snaffles, plates and saddles, 
richly chased and finished. The handles are 
embellished with sprays of laurel. The waiter 
is 26 inches long, and weighs about 250 ounces 
sterling silver.
